CORPORATIONS TOLD TO REFUSE 
TO FILEAFFIDAVITS.

Adolph Moses Denies Right of Secre- 
tary of State Rose to Call for These 
Statements, Asserting That the Law

The right of Secretary ef State James A. 
Rose to require corporations to file am- 
davits that they are not in a trust, as re- 
quired by the anti-trust law of 1893, is denied 
by Adolph Moses, who has warned his clients 
not to comply with the request. n 

Mr. Moses, in the Corporation Journal, of 
which he is the editor, has warned corpora- 
tions that the secretary ‘is endeavoring to 
enforce a law that has been declared uncon- 
stitutional by the Supreme court of the 
United States; and in his private affairs Mr. 
Moses has refused te allow the secretary of 
the United States corporation bureau, of 
which he is president, to file the affidavit de- 
manded. i 

It is understood also that the Illinois Manu- 
facturing association has taken a similar 
stand and has directed ite members to ignore 
the notices sent out by the secretaty of state. 
With this refusal of the affidavit goes aleo 
the refusal to forward the $1 fee required 
under the law, and it is on the ground that 
Secretary Rose is endeavoring to collect 
for the state money to which it has no right 
under the decisions on the law that Mr. Mos 
bases the force of his protest. a 

Says Law Was Declared Void. 

“ The Sup court of the United States 
has declared 1898 anti-trust law uncon- 
stitutional and vod.“ said Mr. Moses last 
evening. Tue notice sent out by the sec- 
retary of state is an exaction the state ought 
not to make under this decision.

A New Hall. 

A music hall such as New York, n 
and the cities of continental Europe long 
pave possessed Chicago thus far has not been 
able to call its own. Last Saturday night the

„1 see it in the crystal palaces and in 
the world’s fairs of either hemisphere, 
in which the pride, the prowess, the 
beauty, the chivalry, the glory, and even 
the sovereigns and monarchs of earth con- 
gregate to bow the knee and pay their hom- 
age to the rising greatness of this overmas- 
tering, all conquering power. The 
doors of the great temple of Janus are sud- 
m stronger than the 
power of the throne. The Achilles of Homer 
and the rough cru r of the middle ages 
are suddenly transformed into the more 
justly admired artisan and plowman of our 
own fortunate era.“ 


Address Like a Prophecy. 

When it is remembered that this address 
was delivered nearly a decade before the 
construction of the Union Pacific railroad 
was begun, and fifteen years before its com- 
pletion, its indorsement of the prediction 
that the time was —— * when the mail 
would be carried from New York to San 
Francisco in four days sounds little short 
of prophecy, while the following passage 
reads as if addressed to the present time: 

Fellow citizens: For a twenty years’ race 
the world will admit that you have done 
well; but if you do your duty to your chil- 
dren and to posterity, fifty years hence they 
will look upon us this day as we do now 
upon our swarthy predecessors—as being 
only in the barbarism of agriculture and art. 

While vast advances have been made in the 
domain of science and the mechanical arts 
in the last fifty years, it must be confesses 
that such men as Prof. Turner and his co- 
workers not only foresaw much of it, but con-

“Tt am opposed to this idea for the 

reason that every other county in the state 
has its representation in proportion to pop- 
ulation, and why should Cook be restricted? 
She should have stich a represéntation aa 
her population would entitle her to, and she 
should pay taxes in proportion to her repre- 
sentation. 
“A constitutional amendment covering 
these propositions could be made at this 
general assembly and adopted by the people 
in 1902. A general revision of the constitu- 
tion, or, to be more accurate, the making of 
a new one, would take about five years, It 
is doubtful if the state would ratify any- 
thing a constitutional convention would do, 
so diverse are the conflicting Interests. The 
tax question is the principal contention in the 
constitution.
